The Scepticks of this age, may poſſibly call ſuch a paſlage in Queſtion, but what can the moſt Gbaurate Atheiſt ſay 
to thole providences about the Jews; which were ſo clearly foretold in the Scriptures, and part of 'em are viſible to 
their own Eyes.
